Dr. Jeffrey Schoyen maintains an active and varied career as 
a cellist, conductor and educator. As director of the 
Salisbury Symphony Orchestra, he brings extensive 
performance experience to the podium. He has been a 
member of the Opera Orchestra of New York, Pittsburgh 
Opera Orchestra, Louisiana Philharmonic Orchestra and 
Principal Cellist of the Filarmonica del Bajio in Mexico. In 
addition, he has performed with the Pittsburgh Symphony 
and the Orchestra of St. Luke’s in New York City. Schoyen 
has worked under the direction of Marin Alsop, Maxim Shostakovich, Philippe 
Entremont, Lukas Foss, Robert Spano, Michael Tilson Thomas, David Zinman, 
Keith Lockhart and Klauspeter Seibel, among others. He has performed in venues 
such as Carnegie Hall, Alice Tully Hall and Salzburg’s Mozarteum with soloists 
Luciano Pavarotti, Sherrill Milnes, Itzhak Perlman, Yo-Yo Ma, Emanuel Ax, 

Ghena Dimitrova, Mary Chapin Carpenter and Stevie Wonder. 

He has studied cello with some of the world’s foremost teachers, including

In addition, Schoyen has taught at the University of Nebraska at Kearney and 
at the University of Dayton, and he has presented conference lectures on topics 
ranging from Performance Practice to Kinesiology in String Playing. His 
transcription and edition of Giuseppe Maria Jachinni’s Opus 3 Concerti da Camera has 
been published by Lorica Press.
